Small Tax Case procedure 
of U.S. Tax Court. 

Your federal income tax 
leturn has been audited by 
an IRS examiner and an ad¬ 
ditional tax of $305 was pro¬ 
posed. 

You did not agree with 
the examiner’s decision and 
you have asked for a Dis¬ 
trict Conference to resolve 
tlie dispute. However, no 
agreement on the amount of 
tax due was reached during 
this conference. You took the 
next step within the IRS and 
asked for a hearing by the 
Regional Apjjellate Division. 
Again, no agreement was 
achieved. 

Having exhausted the ad¬ 
ministrative appeals system 
of the IRS, your next step 
involves the courts. 

After the examiner’s find¬ 
ings, you could have gone 
directly to court but you had 
hoped to avoid that route by 
settling with the IRS since 
most cases are disposed of in 
this fashion. 

Now you begin to examine 
your options with in the 
courts. You discover that 
you can take your ease to 
the U.S. Tax Court, the U.S. 
Court of Claims, or your 
U.S. District Court. All of 
these courts arc- within the 
Judicial Branch and are not 
part of the IRS. 

If you choose to petition 
t ho Court of Claims or the 
District Court you must first 
pay the contested tax. If you 
win your case, the tax is 
refunded. 

Further research reveals 
that the U.S. Tax Court has 
a special Small Tax Case 
Procedure for taxp a y e r s 
with disputes involving tax 
of $1,500 or less. IThis route 


seems worthy of further ex- | 
ploration. I 

You decided to write to the | 
Clerk of the Tax Court, U.S. i 
Tax Court, Washington, D.C. | 
20217, and ask for additional | 
information. | 

A few days later you have |

Dear L. S. J., 

Recruitment for non-tradi¬ 
tional jobs is a difficult task. 
Certainly help wanted ads 
alone are not the route to 
recruitment. Active recnait- 
ment through college place¬ 
ment offices, women’s or¬ 
ganizations, centers, and 
community organiza ti o n s 
prove to be more effective. 
Many of these organizations 
maintain a talent bank of 
qualified Individuals 
throughout the State. 

Salary can be a motivating 
factor in recruitment. Since 
it is necessary for a large 
percentage of women to 
work, your non-traditional 
jobs should offer economic 
appeal as well as access to 
training when necessary. The 
major factor is that mone¬ 
tary value should be as- 
.>-ociatod with a posit i o n 
without regard to whether 
it's in a “man’s” field. The 
Equal Pay Act requires that 
jobs that demand equ a 1 
skills and responsibilities 
must provide equal wages, 
compensation, and benefits. 

Managers do not have to 
be sold on the idea of hiring 
women for "men’s” jobs. 
Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Acts of 1964 prohibits an em¬ 
ployer from discriminating 
when hiring on the basis of 
sox. Let your managers 
Itnow you will hold them 
accountable if they are not 
making a genuine recruit¬ 
ment- effort. 

With drive and commit¬ 
ment on behalf of employers 
such as youiself. access to 
non-traditional jobs and bet¬ 
ter salaries for women will 
become a reality.

She was no doubt tallcing 
about Title IV of the Edu¬ 
cation Amendments of 1972, 
which says, “No- person . . . 
shall, on the basis of sc.x, 
be excluded from participa¬ 
tion in, be denied the bene¬ 
fits of, or be subjected to 
discrimination .under any 
education pro-gram or acti¬ 
vity receiving federai finan¬ 
cial assistance.” 

Virtually every school in 
the country is affected, from 
kindergartens througli grad¬ 
uate schools, since it’s hard 
to find schools that do not 
receive somie form, of federal 
money or aid. 

Most public attention so 
far on Title IX seems to be 
centered on athletics, Itut 
that’s only one part of the 
concern with eliminating sex 
discrimination in our schools. 
Curriculum, extraaurricular 
activities, scholarships and 
financial aid, counsel i n g. 
staffing, and pension bene¬ 
fits are some of the other 
areas affected directly by 
Title IX. 

Each school district makes 
its own plans for complying 
with these federal regula¬ 
tions. Yo-u might want to 
check with tiie schools in 
your own community to see 
what action is underway-.

Summer Jobs 
For Youths 
Underway 

The Los Angeles County 
summer employment pro¬ 
gram for disadvan t a g e d 
youth, 14 through 18 years 
of age, will open Juno 14 
and run through next Sep¬ 
tember 3, Fifth Distr let 
Supervisor Baxter Ward has 
announced. 

The $6.9 million program 
will provide summer jobs for 
15,000 youngsters living in 
73 cities and 77 unincorpor¬ 
ated areas of the county (ex¬ 
cluding the cities of Glen¬ 
dale, Torrance, Pasade n a. 
Long Beach, and Los An¬ 
geles, which conduct their 
own youth employment pro¬ 
grams ). 

Each enrollee will be paid 
.$2.30 an hour for a maxi¬ 
mum of 200 hours over tlie 
12-week period. Thus, top 
earnings for the summer 
we.uld be $460. 

To be eligible to apply, a 
youth must come from a 
family whose income fails 
beneath the federal poverty 
ceilings. The ceilings for an 
urban family of two persons 
is .$3,7(X) a year; a family 
of three, 4,600; a family of 
four, $5,500; a family of 
five, $6,400; and a family of 
six, $7,300. (Add $900 for 
each additional family mem¬ 
ber.) The income ceilings for 
farm families are about 45 
per cent lower than those for 
urban families.

If you're having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

’ , Conviction, even with a suspended 

sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difliculty in obtaining a driver's license in .some state.?, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe." Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the u.ser experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
.sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illne.ss. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave hinr 
totally depicted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to thc.se 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the fJ.S. Amphetamines arc .sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates arc given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance w ith a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict's main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

County Salaries! 


The salary of the governor of California is -'^ct by 
statute at $49,100 a year. That is less than is paid for 
the chief administrative officer in several of the larger 

countie.s. . 

The Alameda County Taxpayers Association annually 

publishes a comparative survey of salaries for the 58 
c-ounties’ eletttxl and appointed itepartment heads and 
the publication this year indicates there are several county 
officials whose salaries exceed that of the governor. 

The salary of the governor Is used for comparison 
only because he is the top official presiding over a nearly 
$13 billion budget with vast administrative and political 
accountability. The governor also benefits from other 
state assistance through housing, entertainment and trans¬ 
portation. His salary comes out to $4,091.67 per montli. 

Los Angeles County with a population of more than 
seven million and an annual budget of about $3 billion 
pays its chief administrative officer $4,125 a month <$49,- 
500 a year). It pavs the same to its assessor and its sheriff. 
It pays its medical director $4,349 a month ($.52,188 a 
y-ear). Tlie county counsel is paid $4,086 a month ($49,032 

a year). ^ , 

The highest salary for a county administrator is paid 

in Sa.nta Clara County, $4,451 a month or $.53,412 a year. 
iVlameda County pays $4,248 a month, $50,976 a year; 
Diego. $4,149 a month, $49,788 a year; San Mateo, $4,106 
a month, ^9,272 a year; San Bernardino, $4,044 a month. 
$48,528 a year; and Orange, $4,040 a month, $48,480 a year.

Municipal Income Taxes! 

For many years leaders of California cities have 
sought an income tax as a means of resolving city fiscal 
problems. The proposal has never recieved much con¬ 
sideration in California. 

.Although Cal-Tax does not consider proposals for a 
California city income tax an immediate threat, it now 
appears that a variation of that will be possible follow¬ 
ing a court ruling upholding San Francisco’s proposed 

"payroll tax.” , . 

Ohio is one of the states which does give cities ac¬ 
cess ot the income tax. And in Ohio income taxes yields 
twice as much as does the property tax for city govern¬ 
ments. 

The Ohio Public Expimditure Council (the counter¬ 
part of Cal-Tax) has recently reported on the growth of 
local government income taxes in the 30 years since it 
was started. 

If California follows Ohio’s pattern, this is what to 
expect. 

The Ohio income tax was first authorized) in 1946 
and Toledo was the first city to impose the tax. ’Ihventy 
years later 144 cities imixised the tax. Tlie Ohio law left 
it up to Individual cities to impose the tax with a maxi- 
ntum rate of one per cent unless voters approve a higher 
tax rate. 

By 1969 the income tax was collected for 261 cities 
and touns and raised $264 million. In 1976 the taxes were 
levied in approximately 389 cities and towns (figures are 
still 'Unofficial) and the estimated revenue was $520 
million. 

Incxime tax levies for municipal purpo.ses is gix)w- 
ing at $45 to $50 million a year and has been at a rate 
of 10.1 per cent to 13.9 per cent. 

From 1973 to 1974 income tax collections increased 
$45.9 million and property tax levies increased $34.3 mil¬ 
lion for cities. 

’Tlie rates this year range from a fourth of one per 
cent to two per cent. 

In Ohio the .next step is inow occurring. Legislators 
are consilering proposals to authorize in'come taxes for 
schools and counties.

All Fictitious Business Name Statements tiled or refiled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31, 1976. it you tiled your statement during 1971, Calitornia law requires you to 
prepare a nev/ statement and tile it with the County Clerk betore December 31, 1976. It the 
intormation in your new statement is ditterent trom the information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualitied 
newspaper. The law provides that ‘'the newspaper selectd for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avaiable ^ no all 

necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, ^so 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our ottice. Uur 
public notice department will assist you in completing the new form and will forward it to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, we will arrange for a search of the County Clerks file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 1976 form and to determine whether republication 
• will be necessary. 


The Cost 

The County Clerk s statutory refiling fee is $10.00. If publication Is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. If you want 
us to handle tiling for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to Los Angeles 
County Clerk.” Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.

Cory announced the distri 
bution of $58,826,531 among 
the state, cities and counties 
as the April apportionment 
of highway users taxes. 

Los Angeles C o u n t y’s

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“There is virually no argu¬ 
ment from any quarter 
against the precept that the 
Social Security tax is one of 
— if not the most — re¬ 
gressive taxes ever to he 
implemented,’’ Schabar u m 
said. 

"Because of the taxable 
earning base concept,” said 
the First District Supervisor, 
“those employees earning 
less than the base must pay 
constant percentage of with¬ 
holding tax on their total 
annual salaries.” 

By contrast, he said, em¬ 
ployees earning more than 
the base pay a lower over¬ 
all percentage of their total 
earnings. 

Schabarum said nearly 
60,000 of the County’s 84,000 
employees would be affected 
by the action. 

If they approved with¬ 
drawing from Social Secur¬ 
ity, he said, the death and 
disability benefits which are 
now part of the federal plan 
will be shifted to the Coun¬ 
ty retirement plan. 

That one part would cost 
the County and employees 
each about $11 million a year 
as compared to the present 
$38 million paid by each 
into Social Security. A11 
other benefits wdll be pro¬ 
vided by the County plan. 

In recent months, more 
than 500 cities — including 
New York City — counties 
and special districts have 
withdrawn or announced in¬ 
tentions to withdraw from 
Social Security. 

One - hundred - eleven 
governmental agenc i e s in 
California are among those 
opting to depend on a singhv 
retirement plan. 


Ramon Cortines 
Clarifies Program 

The following is a letter 
sent by Superintendent of 
Pasadena Schools, Ramon C. 
Cortines: 

“I have received numer¬ 
ous letters of concern from 
parents regarding the dis- 
irosition of the modular pro¬ 
gram at Field School. 

“I would like to clarify 
that the modular schedule 
has nothing to do with the 
transfer of the principal. Mr. 
Donald Glenn, following Mr. 
Donald Hill, has done a very 
fine job perpetuating and 
improving the modular pro¬ 
gram. 

“I am very well aware 
that the modular program is 
an attractice, sound educa¬ 
tional process. I have ob- 
serv'ed the program first 
hand on many occasions, 
and I am cognizant of the 
enthusiasm and dedication of 
the staff at Field School to 
make the program work. 

“Mr. William Weigel, the 
new principal at Field next 
year, has no intention or 
desire to eliminate the mod¬ 
ular program. The budget 
cuts that are anticipated for 
he 1976-77 school year will 
ceralnly have an effect on 
Field School as it v'ill on 
all primary and elementary 
.schools, hut in no way will 
the budget cuts eliminate 
the program. 

“I extend my commenda¬ 
tions to the staff and to the 
parents who support t h e 
program and work diligent¬ 
ly to see that the program 
is Improved to produce the 
best efforts of the students 
who attend Field School.” 


The bill sho u 1 d pass 
through the Assembly with¬ 
out trouble, said Schabarum. 
setting the stage for an em¬ 
ployee vote on the issue by 
mid-summer. 

If a majority of employees 
decide to pull out of the fed¬ 
eral system and depend sole¬ 
ly on the County’s own re¬ 
tirement system, the with¬ 
drawal could then be effect¬ 
ed in two years. 

“Such a mo^ve,” said Scha¬ 
barum, “would save taxpay¬ 
ers at least $38 million an¬ 
nually as reflected in the 
County’s contribution to the 
system this year alone. Per¬ 
haps even more would be 
sav'ed over the long term 
because contributions i n - 
crease every year.” 

He said this year’s contri¬ 
bution by the County was 
up $5 million over last year. 

Employees would save a 
similar amount in the pay¬ 
roll contributions they must 


Supervisor Pete Schaba¬ 
rum said recntly that legis¬ 
lation designed to save Los 
Angeles County taxpayers 
up to $38 million a year has 
moved out of committee and 
to the full State Assembly. 

Schabarum said Assembly 
Bill 4012 which could lead to 
taking Co,unty employees out 
of the Social Security system 
was approved by the Assem¬ 
bly Public Employees and 
Retirement Committee by 
a 7-0 vote.

Driver^s Licenses 
Very Often Have 
Strings Attached. 

A license for back-seat 
drivers? One that permits 
you to travel less than a 
mile? Or a special one for 
Sunday drivers? 

The California Department 
of Motor Vehicles can and 
has issued all three. 

Currently, DMV has more 
than 40 special “limitation” 
categories affecting 4.5 mil¬ 
lion of the 13.5 million driv¬ 
ers it licen^s. Nearly all 
deal with persons who have 
physical handicaps — rang¬ 
ing from minor sight prob¬ 
lems to loss of limbs. Nine 
out of ten license limitations 
are related to the well- 
know corrective lenses re¬ 
quirement. 

They were created, ar- 
cordlng to DMV Director 
Herman Sillas, not to keep 
people off the road, but 
rather to extend driving pri¬ 
vileges to as many Califor¬ 
nians as can safely be placed 
behind the steering wheel of 
a car. 

“Driving Is more than a 
privilege to many Califor¬ 
nians,” c o m m e n ts DMV 
Chief of Drivers License El¬ 
mer Brown. “It’s a neces¬ 
sity.” 

The back-seat license? It 
was issued, indirectly, to the 
wife of a man with no peri 
pheral vision who needed to 
occaionally drive into town 
from his rural home to stock 
up on food and other sup¬ 
plies. The wife didn’t drive 
but she was great at nag¬ 
ging her husband about po¬ 
tential hazards when he did. 
DMV’s solution; let him 
drive so long as she accom¬ 
panied him, and that’s the 
way his license was written. 
Another special license was 
written allowing an elderly 
rural resident to drive three 
(paarters of a mile to pick 
up his mail. 

Many others allow their 
holders to drive only on cer¬ 
tain lightly travelled roads 
or during days of the week 
or hours cl the day when 
they won’t be stampeded by 
rush-hour commuters. 

Many motorists arc 
licensed as a result of de¬ 
terminations made by DMV’s 
250 driver improvem e n t 
analysts located at depart¬ 
ment field offices from Eur¬ 
eka to San Diego. These 
analysts hold administrative 
hearings and conduct re-exa¬ 
minations to determine if in¬ 
dividuals with skill limita¬ 
tions, poor driving records 
or medical problems can bo 
safely licensed.
